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3 EMBARRASSED BY THE

. — Dissatisfaction Among the 
Natlonalists Over the Slow Progress

Lorpor, June 10.—The culmination of the 
jong pending trouble between Tim Healy and 
Thomas Sexton has been a godsend to the 
Government. The exciting scenes in the 
conference of the Irish Parliamentary party 
on Friday and Mr. Sexton’s subsequent re- 
tirement from his seat for North Kerry have 
no distracted the attention of the Irish mem- 
bers that they have little time to make pro- 
tests against Mr. Gladstone’s recent con- 
cessions to the Unionists. 

Had it not been for this diversion an imme- 
diate open revolt in the Irish ranks against 
the Government policy would have been un- 
avoidable, Justin McCarthy, leader of the 
anti-Parnellites stated the case plainly in an 
interview with the Premier just before the 
conference met. He told Mr. Gladstone that 
the discontent of the Irish members had 
been roused tothe point at which the leaders 
had become powerless to preserve discipline 
unless the Government should give the most 
explicit assurances that no further conces- 
sions to the Unionists Would be made. 

The specific cause of this potential revolt 
is the number of amendments to clause 
three of the home rule bill which have 
been accepted by I. Gladstone from 
Unionist members. Nine 2h amendments 
to the limit powers of the Dublin Legislature 


have been conceded. One of the ninp was. 


carried even against the votes of seventy- 
four Irishmen. Most of thelIrish members 
attribute the repeated yielding of the 
Government to its enemies to mere lack of 
backbone. A few, however, go. so far as to 
suspect treachery within the Oabinet. In 
informal consultation with Ministers in the 
lobby, the Irish leaders have urged the 
argument that, asthe home rulebill ts the 
outcome of a definite agreement between 
them and the Government no alterations 
ought to be made by the Ministers without 
thelr first seeking the assent of the Nation- 
alists.

GLADSTONE’ S PROMISE. | 
In reply to tlie Warning that the acceptance. 
of further Unionist amendments would de 
the signal for irish hostilities, Mr. Gladstone 
guthorized Mr. McCarthy to tell the confer- 
ence that decisive measures would be adopted 
to close the committee stage of the bill by the 
middle of July. How the Premier proposes 
to do this to the extinction of Unionist ob- 
struction, he did not say. He also avoided 
giving any assurances concerning the accept- 
dance ot future amendments from the Union- 
ists. Mr. McCarthy’s report of his conversa- 
tion with the Premier was received with 
dome demonstrations of ill temper by the 
- gonference and a majority of the members 
ressed themselves as favoring immediate 
oe to compel the Government to act 
hout delay and. in conformity with ex- 
ot assurances, They also emphasize the 
necessity of Mr. Gladstone’s acting, as pre- 
viously, in close concert with the Irish leaders; 
that is, of accepting the dictation of the Na - 
tionalists as to the future course of the home 
rule bill. Mr. McCarthy promises to inform 
Mr. Gladstone of the sentiment of the meet- 
ing, bat his pledge, hardly given, was for- 
gotten as the discussion turned to the Sexton 
affair, which quickly stirred ali the a nimosi- 
ties latent among the members and evoked 
a scene repeatedly on the verge of violence.

As to the retirement of Sexton, it is a rea 
disaster to the Liberals, 

Mr. Sexton had been practically carrying 
the whole discussion on the home rule bill 
on his shoulders as far as the Irish party 
concernea, He is the most capable parlid - 
mentarian, the most accomplished financial 
authority and altogether the most valuable 

man the party possesses. His loss means pos- 
sibly defeat. It might even lead toa break 
up of the party and consequent cola of the 
Government and the home rule bill. Members 
have talked with Mr. Sexton since he resigned 
and say he is very angry. 

Justin McCarthy said he would spare no 
effort to persuade Mr. Sextontoreturn. He 
was deeply grieved whenthe Post- DISPATCH 
correspondent saw him to-day. says 
nothing was farther from the Tv — 
the party than to 
any way on Mr. Sexton as all 
esteemed him as their greatest ornament 
Mr. Gladstone will also beg him to withdraw 
his resignation. Altogether the outlook for 
the final success of the home rule bill is worse 
just now than it has been since the elections 
Ot last summer. The past four weeks show 
absolutely n 1 and the Government 
is less cheerrul than at any time in the life of 
the present Parliament. .

KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


Father, Wife and Daughter Mangled end 
Crushed. 

ENOXVILLE, Tenn., June .—There is a 

ghastly sight in an undertaker’s sho, here 

to-night. Lying cold in death are Isaac 


White, aged 50; his wife, aged , and hie. 


beautiful daughter Ethel, aged Il. AU of 
them were killed by a passenger train on the 
East Tennessee system five miles east of 
Knoxville, this morning. 

White was a carpenter and until recéntly, 
when he moved to a small farm to end his 
days in quiet, lived inthiscity. Thi orn- 
ing he, together with his wifs and 
little daughtes, started to Knoxville in 
a buggy. 4} they neared the ra- 
way anembandment prevented them 800 
ing the fast approaching train until it was 
too late and the train crashed into the buggy. 
The occupants of the vehicle were thrown 
from it and forty feet down the embank- 
ment. The vehicle was carried about seventy 
feet and smashed into innumerable pieces. 
The horse, which was killed instantly, was 
thrown to the right of the track and several 
feet fromit. As quickly as possibile the train 
was stopped and the trainmen went back to 
the scene of the accident. White was found 
to have been instantly killed, his little 
daughter was dying and Mrs. White was 
found to have sustained fatal injuries. The 
terrible affair was at once reported tothe 
authorities here and a special train with 
officials and physicians sent out. When they 
reached the scene of the accident the little 
girl had died and it was thought Mrs. White 
could not live until the train roached Knox- 
ville. The bodiesof the dead and Mrs, White 
were placed on the train and brought to the 
city and removed to the undertaking estab- 
lishment. Mrs. White had died before she 
was taken from the car. White 
was Killed instantly. His right arm 
and right leg were broken, his 
hips were crusbed, the pelvic bones being 
broken, and he had sustained a number of 
cuts and bruises. Little Ethel, who died in 
half an hour after the accident, was found 
upon examination by the surgeon to have 
been struck warty So the forehead by a bolt 
of thé engine, the biow fracturing her skull.

BERuin, June 10.—The spectacle is offered 
here of a people accepting the boon of un- 
versal ‘suffrage without great demonstra- 
tions of joy, such as Americans make every 
four years. Universal military service and 

er smaller ‘*boons’’ have a subduing 
cet. The interesting statement is made 
that a certain high official, at the suggestion 
of Chancellor Caprivi, took it on himself to 
draw up a petition to the Emperor asking his 
majesty to take the initiative in the abolish- 
ing of direct universal suffrage in elections 
for the Reichstag. It was to be signed by 
retired trades people, employes of State and 
others of small but assured means. The plan 
was that citizens should vote for Municipal 
Councilors, andthe Councilors shoulda vote 
for members ofthe General Oouncil of the 
province, who should vote for members of the 
Landtag, and these last should vote for 
members of the Reichstag. The ingenious 
idea has come to nothing. Itis said that at 
a dinner the Emperor told persons in his 
confidenee that unfversal suffrage is the 
basis of German unity and that to injure it 
would be to injure the Empire. 

This city is the center of radicalism and es- 
pecially of socialism. It is unfairly treated 
in the matter of deputies. In 1867, with 600,- 
000 inhabitants, it had sixdeputies, and now, 
with 1,500,000, it has the same number in- 
stead of Ofteen to which number it is entitled. 
The Socialists have had two members since 
1877—Liébknecht, their leader, representing 
the Sixth District, and Paul Singer, their 
Croesus, who gives all the money earned in 
the pastry business to the cause, represent - 
ing the Fourth District. They boast that 
they will carry the Second and Pifth Dis- 
tricts at the coming election. In the Second, 
the candidate of the Richter faction of the 
Freisinnige party is Prof. Rudolph Virchow, 
the celebrated scientist. A second ballot 
will be needed between him and his Socialist 
opponent, and tite result wilh depend 
on the anti-Semites 
The discipline of the Socialists is the most 
admirable thing inthe campaign from an 
American point of view. In the early morn- 
ing, before working hours, workmen go to 
the Central Bureau and get packages of 
manifestos, which they distribute at heuses 
throughout the city. The citizen, who goes 
to his front door in the morning, finds six or 
seven manifestos of different parties, but the 
Socialist is always there, different and inter- 
esting every Gay. According to enthusiastic 
Berlin workers the Socialists will elect 80 
members, but that they say is too many, as 
the Socialist electors have to pay their can- 
didates. Liebknecht has predicted 60. The 
number chosen at the last general election 
was 35. 


STICK TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


The PostT- DISPATCH correspondent referred 
last week to the power of the Federal execu- 
tive to dissolve the Reichstag as often as it 
pleases, or Gftil one favorable to the military 
law can be obtained. An exchange of views 
between two infigential newspapers this 
week makes it clear that the Government 
will doubtless stick tothe letter of the con- 
stitution. The Hamburg Nachrichten, Prince 
Bismarck’s organ, took on a constitutional 
tone very amusing to those familiar with the 
iron Ohancellor’s old methods, and de- 
nounced the reported intention of the Gov. 
ernment. The North German Gazette, a Gov- 
ernment sheet, replying, said that any 
attempt to interpret the constitution tothe 
detriment of the executive must be repelled; 
that the right of dissolution requires for its 
exercise the decision of the Federal Council 
andthe approval of the Emperor; that the 
argument that this right is merely formal and 
that the spirit of the constitution imposes 
on the Imperial Government certain re- 
straints not expressed is altogether worth- 
less and is especially inapplicable to the 
present case, ag least of all in military ques - 
tions was the constitution intended to invest 
the imperial diet with the character of a Su- 
preme Oourt.of Appeal to the decisions of 
which the Emperor must bow, and that the 
Imperial Government will strenuously resist 
every effort to displace to its prejudice the 
‘nalance of constitutional rights and powers. 
In answering this Eugene Richter says it is 
the last attempt to frighten the people, to 
whose verdict the Imperial Government 
looks forward with Gespondency. The ap-

Will Shortly Be Swelled by at Least Two 
Names. 

CHICAGO, June 10;—Jonhn Kluga, the 18-year- 
old boy, Who was shot while discharging his 
duties as section hand on the Santa Fe Rail- 
road, has been given up by the attend- 
ing physician. The bullet penetrated 
his abdomen and intestines. John 
Peterson, shot in the groin, will also 
die, and John Fronozotruski will have to 
have his left leg amputated as the result ofa 
ballinthe thigh.

POLICE MAKE SEVERAL ABRESTS, BU? 
FIND THEY HAD THE WRONG MEN. 


A Good Clue to the Identity of the Tallest 
of the Robbers—The. Bandits Tried to 
Clean the Vehicle in the Alley Between 
Twenty: First, Twenty-Seconda, Market 
and Chestnut Streets. 


The horse and buggy which the train rob- 
bers are supposed to have used was located 

esterday in Bensteck & Sheehin’s stable, 
one block from the Four Courts. The gray 
horse, whichis a large, strong animal, was 
hired from Bensieck & Sheehan Thursday 
afterncon and returned that night 
about Ii o’clock. The rig was covered with 
mud, and the horse showed evidences of 
having had a hard drive. The tracks left by 
the horse in the soft clay around Forest 
Lawn are ofa peculiar. nature, being made 
by a horse of heavy caliber, with plate 
shoes. 

All Bensteck & Sheehan's horses are shod 
with plate shoes. The animal also answers 
the description given the one driven by the 
men who are supposed to have committed 
robbery, being a Gapple gray. 

This information was imparted to the 
police yesterday, and upon this theory they 
have worked since yesterday morning. The 
man who hired the rig is. known to Mr. Jerry 
Sheehan, and the police at the time they re- 
ceived the information that the rig had been 
out all atternoon also received a description 
of the man who rented it. 

All yesterday morning Supt. Clark of the 
Mobile & Ohio road and Messrs. Ager and 
Calhoun of the Adams and Southern Ex- 
press Co. “s were in consultation with Acting 
Ohief Reedy and Detectives O'Connell and 
McGrath. Shortiy after the conference 
started Mr. Sheehan of Bensieck & Sheehan 
imparted to them to them the story ofthe 
rig and explained to them the peculiar 
mahner in which the horse was shod, 

THE RIG IDENTIFIED. 

Yesterday afternoon the dapple gray and 
the surrey were drive to East Carondelet by 
Supt. Ageeand Detective Kinney of East St. 
Louis, and were positively identified by resi- 
dents of that piace. No difficulty was expe- 
rienced in finding numerous persons who 
were willing to swear that they had seen 


tus outfit before. According to statements of 


some of these persons, the same vehicle and 
animal were seen in East Carondelet for sev. 
eral days previous to the robbery. The men 
who were in the vehicle whenever it was 
seen about the place were strangers, but 
many persons who bed seen them claimed 
they could identify them. After satisfying 
themselves that the rig they were in had 
been made use of by the robbers, Supt. Agee 
and Detective Kinney drove back to East St. 
Louls and afterwards returned the horse and 
surrey to Bensiek & Sheehan’s stable. 
SEVERAL ARRESTS MADE. 

For an hour last night it looked as though 
the police had secured the men who rented 
the rig from Bensieck & Sheehan. About 9 
o’clock Louls Held and Joe Doer living 
at 2908 Salina street were 
brought to the Four Courts: and 
questioned as to their whereabouts on 
Thursday night. The men were separated 
and told straight stories. Mr. Held is a 
bricklayer and worked until after 5 o’clock on 
the night ofthe robbery and proved he was 
home after supper and until he retired. 
Mr. Doeriga barkeeper and stood watch in 
his brother’s saloon from 8 o’clock until clos- 
ing up time. The mistake in arresting 
Messrs. Doer and Held grew out of Mr. Shee- 
han’s getting their names mixed with that 
of the men who hired his rig on Thufsday 
night. Mr. Held and Mr. Doer hired a rig on 
Decoration day, as did also the men 
who hired it on Tbursday night last. The 
train robber suspects, Doer and Held were 
all in the place at the same time and in run- 
ning over the names left by the men Ne be- 
came confused and gave the police the wrong 
names. When the men were brought before 
Mr. Sheehan he immediately said they were 
not the men and they were releasad. 

CARTRIDGES FOUND IN THE RIG. 

The man who rented the rig Thursday 
night gave the name of William Burton, and 
is described as being about 6feet high. His 
companion met him on the outside, and was 
about 6 feet 6 inches. When the rig was 
cleared the next morning three loaded cart- 
ridges were found in the dottom of the 
rig, and the carpet showed that at 
least four people with very muddy feet had 
occupied it.

United States Sailors on Shore in Nicara- 
gua Awaken Alarm. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 10.—The land- 
ing of the marines and sall- 
ors from the American warship 
Atlanta who established a camp near the 
Village of Santa w close to the canal, hag 
caused the greatest excitement here,

European Influence Must Be Kept Out of.

City OF MEXIco, June 10.—The Mexican

terests hostile to the continuance of 
American control ia the Nicaragua Ship 
Canal enterprise, purely American in its in- 
ception and sustained entirely by American 
capital. When the canal was begun little 
attention was paidto it, but now that it is 
ukely to be successful European Governments 
wish to have a voice — ‘Bat before 
they secure a share in that control 
or a predominahoe . they will 
have to fight for it, for the United 
States cannot afford to

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may use the canal when it is completed, but 
that is a very different matter from allowing 
European governments to place their agents 
in the Board of Administration of the canal. 

The Democratic party now in power in the 
United States is committed by its platform 
principles to giving government ald to the 
canal for the purpose of national defense 
and of the promotion of com merce 
between the States. Minister Guzman 
who represented the late government of 
President Sacasa at Washington favors 
an American protectorate in Nicaragua 
but it seems to us the moral influence of the 
United States in Nicaragua is sufficient to 
maintain the status quo. Americans should 
not mix themselves upin the stormy politics 
of Central America, but they will not 
permit the successful revolutionists 
in Nicaragua to adopt a policy 
hostile not only to America but Mexican 
interests. If the new Government in 
Nicaragua cancels the canal company’s con- 
cession: there will be serious trouble, and 
Sacasa may return to power.

The plan of publishing the lists is gener- 
ally commended as an admirable stroke of 
public service. The fruit of our example 
is found in the publication of the names of 
pensioners of ample means and high offic- 
ial position. The sentiment among theold 
soldiers in favor of the reform of the pen- 
sion system and the overhauling of the 
lists in the interest of justice and honesty 
is intensifying and solidifying. There is 
altogether a rich promise of goad results 
from pension publicity. 

To-day we present another chapter on 
the subject in the lists of pensioners of a 
number of cities in this State, including 
Kansas City, Hannibal, St. Joseph, Jeffer- 
son City, St. Charles, Springfield, Sayan- 
nah, Sedalia, Moberly, De Soto and Oape 
Girardeau. The citizens and particularly 
the veterans of these places will find inter- 
esting information in the fourteen col- 
umns of names with the disabilities upon 
which the pensions are granted in to-day’s 
paper. 

It is proper to repeat that the publica -

CUSTOM AND PROGRESS. 


_A-writer of some note recently observed 
that ‘ ‘adcepted error no less than accepted 
truth is hemmed in by triple walls of at- 
fection, fashion and admiration, collec- 
tively known as prejudice, ‘all of which 
must be breached before the missiles of 
reason can find lodgment.’’ He might 
have added personal interest, for no hon- 
est opinion is so unyielding as that which 
sustains a profitable wrong. 

The tyranny of custom arising out of 
these prejudices is the subtlest and most 
despotic in the world. It insinuates itself 
into religion, politics and science, and 
regulates the most trifling details of 
domestic life. Religious sects keep.their 
members in order and prevent them from 
indulging independent thought under 
penalty of anathemas and heresy trials. 
The political parties whip their followers 
into line on pain of political contempt or 
obliyion, while scientific ‘‘schools’’ are 
careful to discountenance too much im- 
agination in research and tend to become 
harsh and intolerant. In domestic affairs 
every woman of spirit feels this tyranny 
whenever she failsto order her conduct 
according to the pattern prescribed in her 
| neighborhood. 

Against this tyranny the original man, 
the reformer and radical protest with 
spirit and often with effect. But it is note- 
worthy that this apparently disinterested 
individual often wants to be the founder of 
a custom himself, about which shall in 
time cluster the ame prejudices which he 
now so earnestly combats. The solicitude 
for other people’s welfare is often the mask 
for a desire to impose one’s own will upon 
them. At bottom we are all egoists. The 
rankest innovator hates orthodoxy be-

SOUND AMERICANI‘M. 


A European Prince who is visiting this 
country is quoted as saying: ‘‘The far- 
ther West I go the better I like America. 
New York is an imitation of Europe and a 
poor imitation at that. Ilike people who 
are natural and are not trying to be some- 
body else.’’ This observation strikes at 
the core of that hollow affectation of man- 
ners and modes of living borrowed from 
abroad which has. brought New York 
swelldom into contempt. In trying to be 
better than their fellow Americans, the 
New Yorkers who ape the ways of Euro- 
pean aristocracy have only succeeded in 
becoming worse than their models, 
They are neither American nor European, 
but a mongrel mixture of both. 

It has been contended that there cannot 
be an American type because American 
men and women represent the assimila- 
tion of many races and the conglomeration 
of many differing modes of life brought 
together on the soil of America. There 
could not be a greater blunder. The mix- 
ing of races and manners would of itself 
produce new types, but when joined 
to new conditions of life, fresh in- 
dividuality must necessarily be brought 
into being. The very fact of living in an 
atmosphere of democratic equality, lib- 
erty and simplicity, so different 
from that ofthe Old World, creates and 
accentuates differences of character. These 
differences are naturally more strongly 
marked inthe breezy West than in the 
East because ofits unique conditions of 
life and removal from European influence. 
To the European, therefore, the Westerner 
isa more nevel and refreshing type than 
the Basterner. 

But there may be and should be essential 
characteristics shared by the people of 
every section of this country which dis- 
tinguish them from all other peoples. 
There is an Americanism which we should 
cultivate and of which we should be 
proud. It is as far removed from that 
narrow and ridiculous Americanism which 
despises all things not American as from 
that mean and contemptible spirit of 
imitation which despises all things Ameri- 
can. The Americanism to be nourished 
is the genuine outgrowth of our habit of 
thought and mode of life under free gov- 
ernment. It is expressed in personal 
sincerity and independence, a just pride of 
achievement, a love of and firm adherence 
to the high pringiples and simple manners 
of freemen and women. This stamp of 
sincere democracy wins respect where the 
lack of it causes contempt for Americans. 


A HEATHEN EXAMPLE.

Acharge is made against him for | 
his board and clothes and a percentage to- 
ward the prison expenses, and the balance is | 
placed to his credit in a bank, not to be } 


drawn at once, but subject toa monthly 
raft. He is kept under surveillance for six 
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THE terrible loss of life in the collapse of 
Ford’s Theater in Washington is charged 
to the criminal negligence of the Govern- 
ment.

But the Government is 
impersonal and unpunishable. The care- 
lessness or megligence which permitted 
human lives to be risked in a crumbling 
building is @hargeable to some person 
or persons responsible for its condition. 
The fact that Congress regarded the 
building as an unsafe repository ot valu- 
able records and relics shows that someone 
was at fault in trusting human life in the 
shaky strueture. Who that: someone i 
only investigation will disclose. Condem- 
nation must be reserved until the responsi- 
bility is fixed. 
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THe Honotulu correspondent of the 
New York Herald has made what he 
claims is a most careful estimate of the 
sentiment of the voting population of 
Hawaii on the subject of annexation, 
The result is thus summed up 
„Ot the 18,600 voters, according to 
the census of 1890, nearly 10,000 are 
reported to be against annexation and less 
than 4,000 are in favor of it.** One 
of the fundamental principles. of our 
institutions is the consent of the governed. 
If these figures are correct how can 
honorably annex the Sandwich Islands? 
Are we not bound to be assured of the facts 
before moving in the matter?

Edwin Booth Saved Bob Lincoln’s Life. 
From the New York Evesing Post. 

The following incident was related to a 
gentleman dy Mr. Booth some time ago, and 
has never been published: In the summer of 
1877 Mr. Booth was standing on a railroad 
platform waiting fora train. He noticed a 
gentleman standing near him, apparently 
with the same object, and saw that he seemed 
engrossed in hisown meditation. Presently 
the gentieman stepped from the platform to 
a track and began watking upon it, entirely 
oblivious to his surroundings. Just at this 
momentan engine which had been gettnig 
water from a tank near at hand began back- 
ing up the track. Mr. Booth, turning round, 
saw itonly when it was within a few feet of 
his absent - miaded companion. On the im- 
pulse of the Moment. without attempting to 
rouse the man to a sense of 
his Ganger—tbere was no time 
for this—Mr. Booth stepped forward, 
and clutching him bg the arm lifted him al- 
most bodily upon the platform. Sonear was 
the engine that it struck the man’s heels as 
they left fhe track. The rescued gentleman 
was so overcome when he realized his danger 
that he could only bow his thanks and give 
his hand to his preserver. It happened that 
Mr. Ford, in whose theater at Washington 
President Linco was assassinated by Mr. 
Booth’s brother, witnessed the scene de- 
scribed above. Stepping forward he sald 
excitedly: Mr. Booth, do you know who 
that man was?’’ No, was thereply. it 
was, sald Mr. Ford, **Rovert Lincoln—Pres- 
ident Lincofn’sson.’’ Mr. Booth afterwards 
said that this act of bis gave him more satis- 
faction than could be represented in any 
other way.

It would be well for 
the guests even now to look carefully at the 
bills of fare and see that the walters do not 
overcharge them. 

Among the scores of temporary hotels and 
boarding-houses which have been erected in 
the so-called World’s Fair hotel district 
prices vary greatly, but in all cases are high. 
The Park Gate, at Sixty-third street and 
Stony Islandavenue, charges from $5 to $7 a 
day on the American plan. Barron's Subur.- 
ban Hotel, at Madison avenue and Sixty-first 
street, is on the American plan, and charges

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PAWNBROK ING. 


An Experiment Designed to Relieve the 
Needy From Heavy Intersst. 


From Harper's Weekly. 

Notice is served in the Christian Union of the 
impending trial of an eleemosynary experi- 
mentwhich has long been discussed, and is 
of unusual interest. In August or Septem- 
ber the People’s Bank Association hopes to 
open the first of several model 
pawn offices for the poor, 
The newspapers abound from 


day to day with stories telling how hard it is 
tor the very poor to borrow indispensable 
small sums of money and what exorbitant. 
rates of interest are exacted for such loans. 
The legal rate at pawn shops is 8 percent a 
month for the first six months and 2 percent 
a month fo fe months, but most 
pawnbrokers gr these rates by 
charges tor care of the articles pawned, so 
that as much as 800 per cent per annum is 
sometimes paid to them for the use of money. 

The People’s Bank Association proposes to 

— ge by a charge of 1 percent. a month 
and expects to start with s., co capital, 
which is to earn 4 per cent dividends for its 
owners. The success of such a movement 
seems to depend simply on the shrewdness of 
the money lender employed. With the right 
man in the avuncular situation there seems 
to be no inevitable obstacle to the success of 
a plan which, if it does succeed, seems 1 
to help the right people at the right ti 
Plans for the relief of pawnbrokefs.who s 
cumb to competition can be devised later on 
if they are needed.

DOES FREEZING KILL FISH? 


Experiments, in Which the Fish Were 
Not Consulted, Prove It Does. 


Frem the New Haven Register. 

A number of live perch were secured and 
placed in water at the ice manufactory, and 
the water was put in the process of crystalll- 
gation. It requires about sixty hours to 
freeze a cake ot ice, and during this time the 
fish were watched to ascertain the effect of 
the intense cold which surrounded them. 
They kept alive and continued to swim in the 
water until their confines were so narrowed 
that they had no space in which to move. 

The ice in its freezing process begins at the 
outside and freezes toward the center, so the 
space in which the fish had their liberty was 

gradually narrowed down until the fish were 
encased and the water around them froze, 
pinionlag them tightly in its folds. 

Each fish when the cake was completed was 
as natural as life, its fins and tall being 
ching. as they were while in the act of swim- 

ae The cake of ice containing the fish 

laced on aah Syms and numerous 
nvolving several hundred dollars were

A dog was 
then tied to it, who, endeavoring to follow 
his master, pulled it out entirely at the peril 
of hisitfe. Having thus killed its victim, the 
Plant could be carried off insafety. It was 
said todrive out evil spirits and to work 
wonderful cures. 

What Josephus says of the Baraas is corrob- 
orated later by the ceremonies which ac- 
companied the digging up of the mandrake. 

The sixth century brings authentic inform- 
ation that the mandragora was looked upon 
ab a magie root. A beautiful manuscript of 
the works of the celebrated Dotanist, 
Dioscorides, presented to the imperial 
princess Anicia, contains a very artistic 
Miniature painting representing the great 
scientist arrayed ina white toga sitting ona 

den dais, receiving Seience'“ from the 
Band, ot a Mandragora, which with the other 
and holds the line to which the dead dog 
stied. Several years ago this leaf was 
by vandal hands from the Codex 
zantinus, the most valuable treasure of 
e Vienna Imperial Library, and replaced 
a worthless imitation. To the strange 
man-Shaped root was ascribed human na- 
thre: Maleand female mandragoras were 
believed to exist, not ind botanical sense, 
for the mandragora is a hybridous plant, 
thelarge specimens were regarded as 
Males, while the smaller and weaker ones 
were as females, The possession 
@f this magic root was equivalent to the pos- 
Sessiofi of riches and luck, and to ward off 
sickness and danger. It was a plant of rare 
growth, thriving only at the toot of the gal- 
léws, and said to cry Ike a child when torn 
from the earth. The lucky owner ofa man- 
Gragora root guarded n as jealously as a 
Human delng and clothed it Hke a child. 

Emperor Rudoiph II. (1576-1612) who was an 
@fthusiastic student of Alchemistry and 
Astrology, possessed two mandragoras, 
which can be seen to-da in the Vienna Im.

hen as now by cutting manshaped forms 
from the root of the mus, which they filled 
with sprouting barley seeds to produce the 
hairy covering. From these they realized 
handsome profits. 

The mystic reputation of the mandrake dis- 
appeared much earlier than its medicinal 
fame, but even the latter was attacked, In 
100 the use as an anaesthetic of mandragora 
was prohibited at operations. It was a 
dangerous remedy, and many fafied to 
awake from the protound sleep it produced, 
Oil of mandrake was regarded asa splendid 
cure for sores of ail kinds.

In my opinion,’’ continmed Senator Voor- 
hees, the Public Printer would be amply 
_ Justifed in moving one-half the force em- 
ployed in the office to some safe bullding. He 
is answerabie only to the President for his 
acts, and I shall take pains to see the Presi- 


dent personally and suggest thatthe Public 
Yrinter be authorized to take such a step. 
The only expense incurred would be the 
rental of the tiew bullding, and I hardly be- 
lieve there is a man in Congress-who would 
now have the face to oppose an appropria- 
tion for such a purpose. When I think of 
those poor fellows who perished yesterday I 
thank God reverently that I have always 
voted for a néw printing office and for every 
other necessary building. ’’ 

The condition of things in the Government 
Printing Office amply justifies Senator Voor- 
hees’ statement. The buliding is a rambling 
series of brick structures covering an area of 
about 300 by 200 feet. It was originally con- 
structed in 1861 and was then occupied by 
less than 400 employes. From time to time 
additions have been made tothe buliding, 
but the number of the employes and the 
amount of heavy machery have increased far 
rapidiy than the accommodations. 
The first floor of the office is occupied by a 
paper warehouse and press room,in which 
125 large presses are located, many of them 
running night and day; the second floor is 
used as the male composing room and here 
hundreds of tons of type in 
chases and on heavy marble imposing 
stones are kept standing all the year round; 
the third flooris used as a bindery, and is 
loaded with heavy hydraulic presses, ruling 
machines, numbering machines and tons of 
booksin various stages of binding. The 
fourth floor is occupied by 500 woman, and is 
loaded with heavy tron folding machines, 
hydraulic presses and enormous quantities 
of printed matter. The brick walls of the 
Duilding are all more or less out of 

plump, and in the efforts of the 
public printers to strengthen the buliding. 
forests ofiron and wooden pil lars, stanch- 
fons and girders have been nullt into each 
floor inthe main composing room. Not less 
than 300 piliars are used to support the floor 
of the binding department. Shoula this 
structure fall as the old Ford’s Theater 
Buliding did yesterday, the escape ofa single 
employe would be nothing short Qf miracu- 
lous. Every man and woman who went to 
work in the Government printing office to-day 
dia so with fearing and trembling, the 
Stories that have been dinned into the ears of 
Congressmen for the past ten years 
and the prospects of the appalling 
Catastrophe that would occur should the 
Dullding fall, were all repeated to day and 
many Pneurt felt curse was launched upon 
the heads of the parsimeanious legislators 
who stint the Federal Government and en- 
danger the lives of its employes that they 
may have money to squanderon local im- 
provements.’’ For years the Public Printer 
has annually prayed Congress to 
revo the overerowang of the 

buliding, and to supply an ade- 
quate structure in which employes couid 
work without danger to life or limb In 1887 
Foreman of Printing Henry T. Bryan, ina 
report to the Public Printer which was trans- 
mitted to Congress, said: It is absolutely 
essential that some steps be taken at once 
toward providing a larger and more suitable 
bullding for the office. No branch of the 
public’service in my Knowledge is so poorly 
accommodated as this. The building was 
erected more than thirty years ago. The 
contract for printing, which was then done 
by private parties. being of uncertain tenure, 
of course no expense was incurred in con- 
structing the Dullding. It was cheaply put 
up and its capacity equal to the necessity of 
thé work at the time, with no thought or 
care for the future. 

In his report to Congress in 1889, the Public 
Printer said: Ihe architect of the Capitol 
made a thorough examination, reported the 
H street rtion in danger of collapse be 
cause of the weight of machinery, materials, 
manufactured product and the large number 
of operatives, and recommended that sup- 
ports be provided at once on the first, second 
and third floors,’’ In accordance with this 
recommendation several hundred props were

The old Bash buflding, now used by the 
Post-office Department, is another menace 
to the lives of the 200 men and women now 
employed nit. It is docated on the south 
side of the street, ite the Post-office 
building, and is crowded from top to pbot- 
tom with files, heavy office furniture and the 
weight of the — — cooped up in a space 
inadequate for half their number. 

Even the Interior Department building, 
massively constructed of marble and tron, 
is now in such condition that Secretary Hoke 
Smith to-day. issuedan order that the gal- 
leries on the Ninth and 6 sides of the build- 
ing are tobe at once relieved of their con- 
tents, which will be stored inthe basement. 
For years the model rooms and galleries 
have been more and more crowded, aud sev. 
eral special reports calling attention tothe 
dangerous condition of the building have 
been submitted to Congress, but have been 
unheeded. A recent inspection of the 
building showed that it has settled 
more than two inches, cracking the 
celling and archways and rendering 
the — orting walls insecure, Six hundred 
tons of documents rest upon the weak gal- 
leries and wide cracks extending across the 
archway in the west wing indicate that the 
building is aiving way under the tremendous 
strain. The condition of the _ struc- 
ture is such that there has 
for some time been much anxiety 
amone the clerks as to the probability of a 
frightful accident. Commissioner Seymour 
to-day ordered 60 tons of the records re- 
moved to other parts of the building and an 
effort will be made to induce Congress to pro- 
vide at least an adequate store - house for the 
records of the office.

CARE OF CYCLE CHAINS. 

In these days when so many men ride 
brakeless machines fitted with narrow. gauge 
racing chains onthe roada little advice on 
chain adjustment cannot be thrown away, 
for the craze for lightness has tempted many 
novices to invest in such machines. To ride 
with a tight chain is a foretaste of purga- 
tory, but while ease of propulsion demands 
that the chain shall run freely, it is well to 
notice that the chain is not too slack. The 
bearing surface of these racing chains 1s so 
narrow that a jolt over a stone or across a 
hollow in the road may throw it off the cogs, 
in which case the smashup may prove to be 
very costly. It will be found to pay to as 
carefully examine your chains before start- 
ing on a ride as ever you do your tires.

A VILLAGE WIPED OUT. 


' 
Having No Fire Apparatus, the Town 
Was at the Flames’ Mercy. 


Fort Scorr, Kan., June 10.—The village 
of Liberal. Mo., in Barton County, which 
yesterday was a prosperous and promising 
town of 700 inhabitants, to-day lies in ashes, 
and the astonishing rapidity with which the 
eager flames reduced it at so early an hour 
this morning compelled many persons to 
dee from their crumbling houses with no 
other garments than those in which they} haa 
retired. There are two business blocks left 
out ot the dozen and a half pretty stores, 
namely: The bank building and that occu- 
pled by the general store of Todd, Thompson 
& Co. 

The fire was discovered about 2 o' clock this 
morning in the large grocery store owned by 
J. P. Redlinger, and inten minutes the en- 
tire village had gone to the rescue. 
but they had no means with which to pro- 
testagainstthe flames other than the awk- 
ward and ineffective bucket system, and the 
merchants were compelled tostand by and 
watch their stores destroyed, as were many 
citizens, their homes and househoid goods, 
The heaviest losers were Ben Nichols of 
Lamar, Who lost two buildings; T. eae a, stock 
of drugs and household goods; G. Bald - 
win, insurance office; J. F. Finley, Vena 
and household goods, no insurance; J. 
Beek, Post-office Building, pictures, etc., no 
insurance; A. Stuart, stock of stationer 
musical merchandise and common 
O. D. Lyle, jewelry; J. P. Redlinger, pace 
and stock of groceries, insurance, ’$1, 000 3 J. 
V. Lanson, butcher shop, no insurance ; 
Jaxie Brown, grocery store; Walser & Bur- 
gess, building; L. L. Coleman, building; R. 
Gallego, bullding. 

The cause of the fre is unknown, but in- 
cendlarism is alleged.

has attracted much attention, It has served 
to emphasize the proposition that pensions 
should be for the needy rather than for those 
who have a technical right to them under 
the law, There is every indization that an 
attempt will be made in the coming Congress 
to secure an amendment tothe present pen- 
sion laws which will dqebar from pension those 
who are in no wise incapacitated 
for labor and who are either 
in possession of a competence or 
are drawing comfortabie salaries from the 
Government or from private sources, Much 
Opposition will of course be developed in 
certain quarters to such a change in the 
laws, and its advocates are by no means con- 
fident os success. There is a general feeling; 
however, that an amendment can be secured 
which will stop the pensioning of those who 
are in receipt of large salaries from the Gov- 
ernment. It has been suggested that such 
legislation would be opposed in Congress 
by men who are themselves in ro- 
ceipt of generous pensions in 
addition to the $5,000 salary paid 
members and Senators. On the other hand. 
those who favor the change in the laws de - 
clare that personal considerations would not 
weigh with the men in the House and Senate 
who are now drawing pensions for wounds 
received in the military service. 

It will doubtless interest readers to know 
who the members of Congress are in addition 
to those already published who are drawing 
pensions. Alistofthem is given below, to- 
gether with a short account of the way in 
which their disabilities were incurred:

NEWBY OR BENTON. 


The Indictment of the Famous Pension 
Clatmant Has Been Returned. 


SPRINGFIELD, In., June 10.—-There is noth- 
ing newin the Newby case. The Federal 
Grand-jury bas indicted him, as was pub- 
lished yesterday, for fraudulently imperson- 
ating a union soldier. No date has been set 
for his trial. Newby is not in jail, having 
been reieased on bond three or four weeks 
ago. Judge James A. Creighton of the San- 
gamon Circuit Court and some of 
the best known citizens of 
White and Wayne Counties signed his bond. 
A large number will be here from those two 
counties during the trial to prove his iden- 
tity, as Wm. Newby, while the Government 
will bring witnesses from Tennessee to prove 
that he is Daniel Benton, an ex-convict in 
the penitentiary of that State. Thecase will 
probably come up within the next two 


This case, hinging on on personal identity, has 
become the most noted of its kind ever 
brought under the notice of the judiciary of 
this country. Newby, or Benton, whoever 
he may eventually prove to be, claims to 
have been a regularly enlisted Union soldier 
during the War of the Rebellion, and says he 
served faithfully and bravely up to the day of 
the famous battle of Shiloh, where he 
was wounded 9 rendered temporarily 
insane. He says he has no 
recollection of how he left the fleld of battle, 
where he was cared for or where he after- 
ward wandered during the years which in- 
tervened before the light of reason again be- 
gan to dawn. 

Not long since the now indicted man ap- 
peared at the old home of Wm. Newby in IIII. 
nois, and, though he acted and talked pecu- 
liarly on some matters, claimed to be the 
Wm.

PENSION REFORM. 


Commissioner Lochren Begins the Work 


of Shutting Off the Waste. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—Judge Loch- 
ren, the Commissioner of Pensions, with the 
approval of Secretary Hoke Smitb, bas is- 
sued the following important order as to ad- 
judicating and fixing rates of pension under 
the act of June 27, 1890: 

1. Aclaim for pension, under the second 
section, on account of June 27, 1890, can only 
be allowed upon proof of mental or physical 
disability of a permanent character not the 
result of the claimant’s own vicious habits, 
incapacitating him fromthe performance of 
manual labor in such a degree as to render 
him unable to earn a support. 

2. Nospecific injury or disability can, as 
such, havea pensionable rating under that 
act, nor be considered otherwise than as it 
affects the capacity of tne claimant to per- 
form ordinary labor. 

8. rroof that the disability is not the result 
of the claimant’s own vicious habits is requl- 
site, and therefore the causes and circum. 
stances of the disability should be shown by 
the evidence furnished ia support of the 
claim for pension so far as can be done; and 
by persons other than the claimant. 

4. Te give the claimant a pensionable 
status under this act, the disability must be 
such as to incapacitate him from the per 
formance of manual labor in such a degree as 
to render him unable to earn a support; yet 
the act recognizes differences in the degree 
of such pensionable 9 giving $12 
per month in case of the great- 
est and 96 per month in case jof 
the lowest degree of such pensionable disa- 
3 rendering the claimant unable to earn 

support manual labor. It also provides 
i intermediate ratings proportioned to the

Flour in Sympethy with Wheat—cot- 
ton Holds Its Ow: — Hay Firm—Iteme 
of Interest to the Trade. 


For wheat to break another record has be- 
come such an ordinary occurrence of late 
that the fact is barily worth chronicling. 
But it might be stated that in touching 62%c 
for cash, 68%c for July, Gee for Aug and 
ewe for Sept last Tuesday, wheat reached 
the low point in the history of wheat 
speculation tn this market. These low prices 
can be attributed directly to the presumably 
“unsound situation in financial matters. of 
course, the big stocks in sight are an impor- 
tant factor. With small supplies, tight 
money and numerous failures would not 
have counted for much, any morethan with 
money plentifal and easily obtainable, the 
large stocks would have been not greatly 
regarded. For the situation in wheat itself is 
undoubtedly bullish, ff short crops throuch- 
out the world and extraordinarily large ex- 
port clearances with lower prices than ever 
known before ruling, count for anything 
from a speculative standpoint. Sentiment is 
bullish, because of the price principally, but 
speculation stands in wholesome awe of 
monetary disturbances, and itis not yet 
prepared to take hold boldly of the long side 
until it sees financial affairs assume a more 
settled and healthier feeling, or the enor. 
mous visible going rapidly out of sight. How 
fearfal speculation is, is illustrated by the 
buying for long account getting away as far 
asitcan from the cash stuff, and investing 
in Sept instead ofJuly. This caused a de- 
cided widening in the price between these 
two options. Where the difference last 
Saturday was about 3%c, yesterday it 
was ie, Sept having thus gained ic 
over July and paying a premium of over 2c 
monthly inorder to be long the deferred 
month. These big premiums are not consid- 
ereda,bull argument. Yesterday’s regular 
close saw buyers at steal for July, Aug 
was worth 67%c and sellers asking 69%c for 
Sept. These rates, compared with the pre- 
ceding Saturday, were declines of 2 for 
July. 1½ for Aug and ide for Sept.

The Government report on wheat for June 
l received yesterday p. m., was considered a 
bullish document by the trade and they bid 
July up to 66c and Sept to Joe, and in 
Chicago July was quoted at 67886. The re- 
port in onlyincreasing the condition of 
winter wheat points and placing itgt 75.5, 
and in making the average ofspring wheat 
86.4, where it was 92.3 one year ago, sur- 
prised the bulls who conceded a few points 
improvements in winter wheat and dis- 
gusted the bears who looked for the condl- 
tion to de near 80, while both factions ex- 
pected to see spring wheat above 90. How- 
ever, this was offset by a 
much larger percentage for the 
acreage in winter and spring wheat than 
anyone looked for. Figuring on the basis of 
the 75.5 condition for winter and 86.4 for 
spring wheat and the average of 87.8 per 
cent for winter and 94 for spring wheat, as 
compared with one year ago, the loss in 
acreage is 4,102,000 acres, of which 3,240,000 
is in winter and 862,000 in spring wheat, and 
the total crop figures about 423,000,000 bu. Of 
this 263,000,000 bu is winter and 160,000,000 bu 
spring wheat. It must be explained, how- 
ever, that the final returns on the crop of 92 
made the yield some 8,000,000 bu less than the 
June estimate. Allowing that proportion to 
this year’s crop, the yield looks to be avout 
415,000 ba or 100,000,000,000 short of last year. 


The ist of July settlements are looked for- 
ward to with a great deal of apprehension 
by the country at large, and especially so by 
the wheat trade. The banks have drawn 
their lines as tightly as possible, strength- 
ening their reserves and using the utmost 
caution in letting out any of their funds, 80 
as to be well prepared if such a serious affair 
as a financial panic should develop. Pro- 
tecting their own to the ignoring of their 
customers’ interest is only what ordinary 
prudence demands, but it is fearful tough on 
their customere. The question is, will the 
large stocks of wheat at the primary centers 
notably Chicago, be taken care of or will 
they thrown upon the market 

through inability to obtain the money with 
which to carry them? There isone thing 
certain, whichisthat wheat can always 
sold at some place and if this wheat is forc6da 
for sale capital will take holdof it, though 
it may be at considerable lower rates even 
than have yet been seen. But it seems more 
probable that the money will be obtained 
with whichtocarry this wheat along. just 
as it has been carried for months and 
months past, though the bulls may have 
to pay an enormous rate of interest, in the 
shape of carrying charges to have it thus 
carried. 

— * *. 

In the St. Louis market, besides a certain 
amount of old stock to carry over, the trade 
is confronted with a new crop moving to 
market next month. From present indica- 
tions the receipts of new wheat promise to 
be large during July. Early receipts of new 
wheat at this market are what are known as 
**river’’ wheat, coming largely by boats 
from Tennessee, Kentucky and the bottom 
lands along the Mississippi! River in this 
State and Illinois. These sections generally 
have good crops. Especially is this the case 
with the bottom lands, which last year’s 
Overflow gave a really ‘virgin soil and the 
conditions since were favorable towards 
bringing to fruition a most bountiful crop.

OF WHEAT 


And the Stipment of the Cereal Abroad 
~Slight Improvement in the Situation 


Reading—The Treasury a Small Gainer 
of Gold—Financial Review. 


New Yorn, June 10,—A generally better if 
somewhat vague feeling has resulted ina 
more confident tone in the speculation of 
the week in Wallstreet. It is too early yet 
to say whether the few beams of sunshine 
indicate only a lullinthe storm or whether 
the financial barometer has touched bottom 
and is going to climb into higher figures. 
Few people expect anything like a pro- 
nognced bull speculation is at hand. Nothing 
would be more foolish than to inaugurate 
one at this time. Sach improvement ‘in 
prices asjhas taken place, the advances rang- 
ing from I to s points, has bees a perfectly 
normal one. The real feature of 
the week has been a rapid fall 
in sterling exchange, which has altogether 
demoralized that market, checked gold ex- 
ports and caused the foreign bankers to ap- 
pear as lenders of money in every market. 
The heavy drop In wheat, which started a 
lively export movement, was, of course, the 
primary cause of the decline in sterling. To 
what extent the present movement in this 
staple will continue is a most important 
question. Wheat in Chicago is still raling 
above export prices, andit seems probable 
that the actual amount of the staple about to 
be exported is not as great as has been im- 
agined by operators in the stock market, | 
Should the necessities of the growers of 
wheat and their factors at the great Western 
markets force further liquidation, the ex- 
port movement will continue. 

The condition of the exchange market has 
been due quite as mach, however, tothe un- 
oubtedly heavy purchases of stocks by Lon- 
don houses, who are reported as placing 
great faith in the repeal ofthe Sherman law 
by Congress in its extra session. A great 
deal of this stock has been shipped and Dilis 
drawn against the purchasers. A consider- 
able portion of these purchases, however, 
by foreign houses are still carried in New 
York on money which, but for the drop in 
sterling, would have gone out in gold on to- 
day’s steamers. This is shown to some ex- 
tent by the factthat some houses who had 
intended to ship, Instead of doing so have 
called in their loans for the purpose of carry- 
ing their purchases of stocks. With the 
enormous quantities of idle money seeking 
investment in London itis quite certain that 
great quantities of it will come here when 
the fate of the Sherman law is definitely 
known. A back current of news from Lon- 
don shows that the call for the extra session 
has been interpreted to mean the assured 
repeal of the bill. 

The slight Improvement shown in Wall 
street is not reflected to any degree in com- 
mercial circles. There is a change, how- 
ever, to be noted, and that ie a disposition 
on the part of the lenders to help out any 
commercial house which can show itself 
solvent. The banks themselves cannot affurd 
to let a house which is really sound go down 
for want oftemporary assistance. But mer- 
chants who are forced to pay off their loans 
during the nexttwo months will find them 
selves without means to provide for their fall 
requirements, unless there is meanwhilea 
revival of credit; and what is true of them is 
also true ina more severe form throughout 
the country. This is not the fault of the New 
York banks, but the fact that they are con: 
frontéd with a great demand for money inthe 
face of a constantly decreasing line of de- 
posits. Such conditions cannot con- 
tinue. The requirements for the dis- 
bursements on July 1 and (for the 
provision for the paper maturing by that 
time wlll make money very active between 
now and then. The key to the Situation 
seems to lie in the extent and continuance of 
the grain movement aud in the speculative 
temper of London toward American securi- 
ties. The pronounted weakhess in Readin 
during the week has brought about a good 
deal of skeptical feeling Concerning the suc- 
cess of the plan of rehabilitation. At the 
close of business yesterday less than 28 per 
cent of the bonds and about the same pro- 
portion of stock had filed their assents with 
the committee. she time limit In wnich the 
assents must be made expires on the 2ist. 
‘ihe fact that the coupons on the gen- 
eral mortgage 4 per cent bonds mature on 
July lexpiains why such aparently limited 
time was provided for the bond and stock 
holders. It is stated that there will be no 
default on the general mortgage is, whether 
the pian is successful or not, t ough the au · 
thority tor the statement is not official. 
Should the plan not be a success the conse- 
quences are very unpleasant tu contemplate. 
Ine rehabilitation must then give way to a 
very thorough reorganization. The $19,000, - 
000 of floating debt is an element of great 
danger, not only tothe Reading Co. but to 
the banks and bankers of Philadelphia and 
this city. These are not good times for the 
enforced liquidation of such a vast amount 
of securities as Would be thrown on the mar- 
ket in the event of the catastrophe, For this 
reason itis to be hoped that the next ten 
days will see an improvement in the outlook 
for the success ot the plan.

Wasuinetor, D. C., June 10.—The report 
of June 1, basedon returns tothe Depart- 
ment of Agricultare, makes the acreage of 
winter wheat as compared with that of last 
year 83.8 percent, being a reduction of 12.2 
points. The Statesin which ‘the principal 
decrease has occurred are lilinols, Missouri, 

Kansas and California. The redtction of the 
area inthe States of Kansas, Missouri and 
Illinois was caused fn the main by the long- 
continued drought and extremely cold win- 
ter. A vast amount of the acreage sown has 
been plowed up and pat to otbercrops. The 
decrease fromthe acreage of 1892 18, in the 
State of Illinois 24, in Missouri 16, and in Kan- 


sas 39 points. 
The percentage for the country of spring 


wheat area is 94. The percentages of the 
principal spring wheat States are: Minne- 
sota, 90; Nebraska, 100; South Dakota, %; 
North Dakota, 96. 

The condition of winter wheat has im- 
proved but slightly since the last report, 
being 75.5 against 75.8 for the month of May, 
the principal States being, respectively: 
Ohio, 90; Michigan, 72; Indiana, 81; Ulinois, 
67; Missouri, 74; Kansas, 47. 

The condition of spring wheat presents an 
average for entire country of 86.4 and for the 
principal spring wheat} States as follows. 
Nebraska, 65; Missouri, 89; Minnespta, 8; 
Iowa, 95; South Dakota, 89; North Dakota, 92. 
The average percentage of acreage for both 
spring and winter wheat for the whole coun- 
try is 89.8, and the condition for same 78.8. 
The percentage of the acreage Of oats as 
compared with last year is 100.7, and the con- 
dition 88.9 for June 1, as against 8.5 for the 
same month in 1892.

$500,000 PER DAY. 


Hon. J. De Witt Warner Figures on the 
Pension Expeniitures. 

The largest single appropriation ever made 
for Government expenitures by any nation 
on the face of the gio such was the pen- 
sion appropriation forthe year ending June 
80, 1893. The war ewes over twenty-eight 
years ago, and such Is ihe demand that was 
last year made and granted the sum of 
$145,000, 000. Even this immense amount 
did not suffice as it is 
estimated that by the close of the fiscal year 
the deficiency will amount to $14,000,000. 
During the rebelllonmoney was spent witha 
lavish hand on the armies. All other ex- 
penses were curtallel, but what was asked 
for the troops in the feld was granted. For 
a few months in 1864 Ind 1865 the average ex- 
penses. direct and direct, of the armies 
was nearly 51, 000, 0 a day, and not 
only the county but the en- 
tire civilized wolld was astonished 
that such a burden conld be borne. The man 
who would have said that nearly thirty years 
after the war the sumjof $500,000 a day would 
be demanded for pengons would have been 
regarded as a most piomising candidate for 
the insane asylum. buch, however, is the 
case.

„A soldier received three pensions, each 
on a different pension certificate, and this 
without fault or effort on his rt, but 
throwgh the officious solicitude o pension 
agents; and before it was digcovered and the 
claimant limited to one pension (to which he 
was ertitied) the Government had lost $1,500 
thereby.’’ 

He calls attention to the fact that after the 
war, when the pension laws were made by 
soldiers, there was little to complain of, and 
that it is only since the soldier element 
ceased to be dominant in Congress that the 
pension agent has been able to work his will. 

In the same number of the Forum is an arti- 
ele by Allen R, Foote, giving an account of 
the troubles that led to the suspension of 
Noah L. Farnhan Post, G. A. R., of New Yorke 
City. In 1884 a resolution was passed at the 
Minneapolis Encampment forbidding posts 
to make separate applications in regard to 
pension legislation to Congress, all such ap- 
plications being ordered to be sent through 
headquarters. Farnham Post adopted a 
series of resolutions asserting that only 
those suffering from wounds and disabili- 
ties incident to the service were entitled to 
pensions, and advising all others to with- 
draw their applications, This was protested 
against by the department commander of 
New York, who considered such resolutions 
a breach of discipline. To this Farnham 
Post replied: 

That it is the opinion of this post that if 
it is the desire of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public to pay pensions to por who have 
not incurred their disabilit the service 
of the country and to those who do not need 
them, then this post does not desire to re- 
main in the Grand Army of the Republic.’’ 

The retort wasa suspension of the post, 
which organized as an independent veteran 
society. The author approves the course 
followed, and considers that it will lead to 
effective opposition by old solaiers to the 
present pension system. 


A ROLL OF FRAUD. 


Senator John Martin of Kansas on the 
Pension System. 


* er Kan., June 10,—Senator John Mar- 
tin said to-day to the Post-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent: I have recently been giving a 
great dealof attention to our pension sys- 
tem, and I am satisfied that many frauds 
have been perpetrated against the Govern- 
ment. During the late Republican Adminis- 
tration there were thousands of shamefal 


violations of the lagv. Men who rendered 
their country no service during the war and 
who have been of no service to their country 
since, and who are no more entitled to a pen- 
sion than the latest arrival from Ireland, 
have been placed on that roll. They dis- 
grace the roll, and I believe the old soldiers 
themselves want such frauds stopped. I 
want to see every honorably discharged sol- 
dier receive every dollar that he is entitled to 
under the law, but under the reckless man- 
agement of the last Administration the pen- 
sion list, instead of being a roll of honor, as 
it was intended to be, and as every honest 
soldier wants it to be, is in danger of becom- 
ingaroll of mendicants. The work of the 
Post-DisPpaTcH in the direclion of purging 
the nsion roll of frauds is to be com- 
mended, The whole country, and more par- 
ticularly the old soldier element, is to be 
congratulated upon the fact that it is 
the purpose of the new Administration 
to correct these evils. While in 
Washington I had several interviews 
with Secretary Smith, Commissloner 
Lochren and other officials on the subject of 
pensions, and Jam satisfied that no Union 
soldies will be deprived of adollarto which 
he is entitled, but itis the intention of the 
Administration to knock outa few of the 
frauds that ha7e been placed upon the roll in 
years past.

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THE BISMARCK OF CHINA. 


A Character Sketch of Li Hung Chang 
the Famed Viceroy. 
In December, 1891, the London Chronicle 


‘printed a character sketch of Li Hung Chang, 


dated Tientsin, from the penof its special 
correspondent, who had just interviewed 
the Chinese magnate, who 13, to all intents 
and purposes, the rulerof China. The repro- 
duction of this pen portraitis opportune now 
that therelations between this country and 


the Chinese Empire are getting somewhat 
strained. The correspondent writes: 

„IL Hung Chang resides at Tientsin, which 
is about ninety miles from aoe capital, and is 
cut off from the south by the ice barrier of 
winter from the middle of December to the 
middle of March. His highne’s, or grace, or 
lordship, for Liis a no leman of the aon 
Chinese peerage, with the classic rank a 
Baron or an Earl, or a Duke or a Prince, is or 
was, a remarkably fine-looking man, big of 
frame, bold of mien and of an almost hand- 
some cast of . 1 * 4 now — and 
wrinkled, with a a cere wey 
mustache, and what. the Chinese a 
whisker on the chin, or what is wn more 
generally as an imperial, which Li is fond of 
8 Bad teeth and dirty finger - nalls 
do not, however, add to his pei —— charms, 
or commend him to European visitors. His 
voice is harsh, his glance often being a 
sentence of decapitation. His exceliency 
finally is a man of typhoon 3 1 and he 
swears like the proverbial trooper. He might 
pass for a soldier, even now when age 8 
dimmed the fire of his eye and sickness has 

enerally impaired his frame. This famous 
fieathen Chinee is ateetotaler. Ih fixing his 
nfficial residence at Tientsin, Li Hung Chang 
showed a strain of that tact which through.- 
outalong life has distinguished his excel- 
lency inthe cultivation and management, so 
to speak, of his reputation. 

„His great alm in life has been to inspire 
and command respect, To achieve this he 
has resorted to mystery. His strength ex; 
sists in the fact that Ir ttle is 
seen of him. By holding rom the 
court he R en touch wit “its 1 
The Quee@’s aunt fears Li Hung — be 
cause she sees so little of him. The mpe- 
ror, fastarriving at a consciousness of his 
own power, has heard enough of his t 
Minister to doubt whether ha would or 
could exist without him. 

The Chinese race area most easily gov- 
erned people, simply because they are igno- 
rant of the stimulus of representative ¥- 
ernment, but they know enough of t 
rulers to divide these — between th 
Emperor and Li Hung © 
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ou failed,’ he said ‘my re tation would 
destroyed, 8 and I I ‘should sullied with 


the gre ort . 
But t in this master stroke ofo ae 


openly and officially to justify 
his loyalty. He has served the em mp 
fully. He is a Chinaman of the Chinese. 
is, in fact, China, The missionaries some- 
times look upon him as friendly towards 
their ropaganda, but at heart he 
is nothing ol the sort. He hates 
foreigners, and merely uses them as a means 
to an end. His motto is, ‘China for the 
Chinese,’ He would not openly quarrel with 
Europeans, but he steadily picks their brains 
and urges his subordinates to do the same. 
He cares nothing for. religion, either native 
or foreign, and would live at peace with the 
missionaries, solely because he does not 
wantto be bothered with the troubles of 
native fanaticism so long as it does not suit 
bis purpose to have quarrels. The new Na- 
tionalism itself is not specially friendly to 
fhe pera 

„II Hung Uhang favors the introduction of 
Western customs just to this extent. He be- 
Neves in using the foreigners while ae 
them like any good Chinamfan. He is favor - 
able to the introduction of railways and tele- 
gTaphs and telephones and other new inven- 
tions,and grants concessions for the employ- 
ment of European capital and ingennity. 
But he will do this only so long as it may 
take the natives to o the work for them- 
selves. Then he would drive the foreigners, 
English, French and German, into the sea, 
It may be interesting as an illustration of his 
understanding of European characteristics to 
State that his army was officered by Ger- 
mans, his navy by Englishmen, and his pub- 
lic works were engineered by Frenchmen. 

A month or two agoa petition was sent 
to the Emperor from the apg to ag of Hun- 
nan, praying his majesty to issue an order 
expelling all foreigners from the country, 
and promising to send armed force BS the 
Emperor should force be necessar ope 
ition, of course, fell into Li's Be t 
while the ‘grand old d man,’ of course, balked 
it, he took care to acknowledge its senti- 
ments of loyality in terms which are calcu- 
lated to give a permanent security to the 
foreigners. He spoke of them as a necessary 
evil to ve borne with until the coming of na- 
tional emancipation, 

„II Hung. Chang is reputed to be very 
wealthy, and I see no reason to doubt the 
accuracy of the report, All the officials of 
the Chinese Empire are wealthy. It is the 
first duty of an official in his own eyes to 
grow rich. He becomes an official for that 
very reason. There is no financial inquisi- 
tion in China. There is no institution ap- 
proximating to our Committes of Supply. 
‘There may be economists in China, Dut they 
have no effective methods of making them- 
selves heard. So the officials of Mie Govern- 
ment have practically a free hand, and the 
greater the Minister the greater e his 
opportunities of self-aggrandize ment. 

„The wealth ef Li Hung Chang has deen 
privately estimated by those who are in a po- 
sition to form an accurate judgment of his 

ssessions at £10,000,000. At Tientsin, where 

e sits as Governor-General of the province, 
as wellas Foreign Minister and Inspector- 
General of the fleet and Generalissimo of the 
army, Li Hung Chang lives in a state be- 
coming to his rank, but his habits are 
marked by some asceticism, though probably 
no more than is to be looked for in an old 
man of énfeebled digestion. He is sur- 
rounded by the products of West- 
ern civilization, and the Chinese fleet, 
which lies practically at his very doors, is a 
Striking instance of European genius. It is 
difficult for an Englishman to distinguish Li's 
ships from those of Great Britain, which 
they resemble with a flattering exactitude. 
A feature of Tientsin is the hospital which 
Li Hung Chang erected and endowed asa 
memorial of the superiority of English med 
ical skill as displayed in the treatment of his 
own wife by the English physician, Dr.
